Subject: State Treasurer Statutdyy Language Draft

Please draft language for the Governor's budget that transfers portions of the cash
management function and positions from the Office of the State Treasurer to the
Department of Administration State Controllers Office.

This change may involve the revision or repeal of chapter 14 and chapter 16 language.

Specifically, the draft should implement a transfer of 3.0 FTE classified positions from the
Treasury to DOA that would take place 3 months after the budget is signed (but no later
than April 1, 2002). An additional 1.0 FTE classified position would be transferred on
October 1, 2002.

With the position transfers should come the incumbents of those positions. These
employes should suffer no loss of senior or benefits because of the transfer.

The transferred functions include those portions of s. 14.58 shown on the attached re-
draft of statute. As indicated in that draft, you may wish to effect the transfer by
recreating these sections in s. 16.401. '
